The President believes that 
If America "goes in" her incursion 
must b« made In the 
midst of the 


widest possible publicity. That publi- 
city only is possible In this country, 


MUST KNOW PLANS. 


The 
President 
further believes 


that the American people will give 
their support to plans for assistance 
'only If they know all about those 
plan*. The American people are sus- 
picious 
of 
European 
conferences. 


_ These conferences smack of old world 
w diplomacy, 


Washington, on the other hand, is 


'entirely free from thti atmosphere of 
intrigue and deception, ^They are dip- 
lomatlctralts -which 
do not flourish 


liere even when imported. 


UNDER CONTROL. 


It Is the belief 
In administration 


circles that !n a Washington confer- 
ence the extent 
to which 
America 


might commit herself in foreign af- 
fairs might be under better control 
than If the conference were held In 
Europe and cable exchanges were 
fcecessary. 


Mr. Harding would want to be In 


Immediate touch with such a confer- 
ence and as nothing could drag him 
overseas in emulation of Woodrow 
fWIlson. 
the statesmen 
of Europe 


•must come 
to this country 
if the 


''conversations" now In progress lead 
to a point where a conference actual- 
ly Is called. 


ONLT SALVATION'. 


' It is admitted In Europe that help, 
•both moral and financial, can co^ne 
to that stricken continent only from 
the TTnitea States. For the past three 
years the people of the U. S., how- 
ever, have 
been harrangued 
with- 


dreadful forecasts of the evil that 
would come from any move on the 
part of America to participate In 
European affairs. 


The halls of congress, especially the 


'-'«enate. hare rung with sonorous de- 


nunciations of Europe 
and all tier 


work* The people have been warned 
that any move in the direction of 
European aid would mean a loss of 
'American Independence. 


CAMPAIGN OVER. 


- This campaign 
now 
has ceased. 


Word has gone from the White House 
that the United States after all can- 
hot be unmindful of what is going on 
In Europe and that there Is an obli- 
gation on a great and prosperous peo- 
ple to lend a helping hand to once 
well-o-do neighbors and friends. 


It will take some time, neverthe- 


less, to wipe out the effects of much 
of the propaganda of Isolation which 
bas been preached so long and It Is 
gald here that one of the best meth- 
ods of doing this is to have the con- 
fidence conference come to Washing- 
ton. 


NOT OVERESTIMATED. 


The psychological effect of holding 


the conference in this country upon 
the people of this country cannot be 
overestimated. This was strikingly Il- 
lustrated In the arms and far Eastern 
conference held here a year ago. 


The American 
people 
felt they 


knew all about that conference from 
Beginning to 'end; they felt that In 
a way It -was their own particular 
conference, and 
they 
were 
ready 


whole 
heartedly 
to approve 
any 


fcBCheme that came out of that con- 


ference. If the gathering had taken 
place In London or Paris or Rome, 
there always would have been a sus- 
picion In the minds of the American 
people that Europe 
was 
"putting 


something over" again. 


REMEMBERS TROUBLE. 


The experience President Wilson 


had with the Unl'.ed States Senate 
over the treaty of Versailles Is still 
fresh In the mind of President Hard- 
Jng Therefore if there 
is to be a 


radical change In American foreign 
policy, possibly involving a treaty or 
agreement of some kind, the Presi- 
dent wants the Senate to know all 
about the negotiations. He wants the 
conference so held that the senators 
and the representatives In congress 
as well can attend Its session when- 
ever they sit fit.

Californian Attacks Propos- 


ed Economic Parley 


with Europe. 


Washington, Deo. 23.—The proposal 


of Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 
for an economic 
and disarmament 


conference to be called by President 
Harding was. assailed tonight by Sen- 
ator Johnson, Republican. California, 
who said In a public statement that 
the plan would "dump into America's 
lap the economic Ills of Europe and 
the reparations muddle." 


SHOWS BREACH. 


Senator Johnson's statement was 


tha first outward evidence of a breach 
In the ranks of the senate "Irrecon- 
cilables" over ths Borah proposal now 
pending on an amendment to the na- 
val appropriation bill. Senators Borah 
and Johnson were 
steadfast 
allies 


throughout the long flight against the 
league of nations and on many other 
questions of foreign and domestic pol- 
icy they have acted together. 


OTHERS OPPOSED. 


Others'of the "irreconcilable" group 


were reported tonight to be opposed 
to Senator Borah's amendment which 
is to come before the senate Wednes- 
day and Senator Johnson's p-ubllc at- 
tack was interpreted «s meaning at 
least that Senator Borah had not con- 
sulted with colleagues before offer- 
Ing the proposal. 


The statement Issued by Senator 


Johnson tonight declared that what 
Senator Borah had proposed was In 
reality an abandonment of "the tra- 
ditional policy of America."

any others that may be apprehended. 
Meanwhile ha will ba kept closely 
guarded, machine guns having 1 een 
mounted on the jail top. 


That a serious situation exists in 


the parish is shown, according to per- 
sons in close touch with the investi- 
gation of the kidnapping, by tha trip 
of^Governor Parker a few weeks ago 
to Washington to ask federal aid in 
suppressing alleged lawlessness in his 
state,

But It is possible to ret an oil that 
is too heavy, hardening into a crust 
which breaks away

FLAT CROWN. 


It Is apparent to the engineers In 


charge of this experiment that a flat 
crown Is better than a high crown. 
The best crown Is five or six Inches 
for a twenty-eight foot road. The low 
crown Is easier on vehicles and a 
pleasanter road to drive over and It 
is much better for the road since the 
constant slithering of the wheels on 
a sharply sloping road wears out the 
road rapidly and calls for constant 
maintenance.

"Warfield does not make Shakes- 


peare's Jew one of the prophets. To 
be sure, he- gains the sympathy of 
the .audience to such an extent that 
one Is quite willing to watch him 
rut a pound of flesh, not only from 
Antonio, but from every member of 
tint oast. But this sympathy is won 
hot by the fact that Shylock is a 
heroic icurtyr, but rather because he 
Is more or less ordinary and in some 
respects repellant ..person much tor- 
tured by an adverse fate. 


'Tor instance, In the scene In which 


Shylock argues to the common qual- 
ities of mankind, Jew or Christian. 
ha Is, In Warfield's interpretation, 
•hrewd rather than inspired. He is 
making good points rather than es- 
tablishing a new freedom. 


BECALLS 
AUCTIONEER. 


"It is not for nothing that War- 


Held played "The Auctioneer" before 
he appeared 
in "The Merchant oE 


Venice." 
Something of 
that role 


comes over into the present perform- 
ance. 
Th» whole thins 
Is scaled 


down 
a little. 
That 
ia an 
effect 


•which seems to us 
to be desired. 


After all the attempt to nmlce Shy- 
lock not a man but a eod of ven- 
geance is to distort what must have 
been the purpose of Shakespeare. 


"The strength of the case for Shy- 


lock inheres- in the play. It may be 
that this was more or less uncon- 
ecious on the part of the playwright. 
At any rate it seems safe to say that 
•there was 
also rancor against the 


man. 
It 
was a Jew-baiting 
play 


.-written for Jew-baiters. Because it 
iwas the- work of a great dramatist, 
other phases crept in. 


•WARFIELD'S SHYLOCK. 


"Still, It Is well to remember that 


a strongly marked racial type must 
have been 
intended. Henry Irving 


may have been many things as Shy- 
Sock, but he was certainly not a Jew. 
.Warfield Is ol the race in every tone 
•nd gesture. 


;"Perhaps the most Impressive thing 


about the performance is Its pic- 
torial wealth. The hands are almost 
always In motion, and they are al- 
ways eloquent. The variety of move- 
ment is inexhaustible, and It is in- 
variably in keeping with the emotion 
and the word. 


HAS LOFTY REACHES. 


"We do not intend to convey the 


impression that there are 
no lofty 


reaches In the Shylock of Warfield. 
The figure of the money lei.der does 
become 
towering and magnificent, 


but this height is 'not essential to 
the personality of th» man. He could 
hardly pass a character test at many 
an Eastern university. He towers be- 
cause, quite by chance and against 
his, own will, he stands'as the rep- 
resentative of an oppressed people. 
Of that role Shyloc-k himself is only 
dimly conscious. 
His purposes do 


not rise much above hate- and re- 
venge, but even those taken on some- 
thing of nobility when they happen 
to be the answer to persecution. 


"Let us say, then, Warfield Is the 


most human and comprehensible of 
modern Shylocks. And as a matter 
of fact, it lollowis, according to our 
notion,' that 
he 
is also the most 


moving." •

Washington, D. C., Deo. 2S.—Those 


who look forward to the coming yea-r 
from th» point ol view of th* world 
out-side of the United States, roust be 
compelled to believe that In Europe 
one of two things Is bound to bap- 
pen: Either definite step* mufft b« 
made toward restoration, or else we 
shall* have certainly In Central Eu- 
rope and perhaps throughout all ot 
It, the wont economic crisis since the 
war. 


REAL CONDITION. 


This cryptlo way ot stating the 


alternatives may not seem to amount 
to much, It Is but little more than 
saying that thing* nwst either grow 
better or grow worse. That happen?, 
however, to be the complete state- 
ment of alll the alternatives. 


Europe, cannot continue to drag 


along another year without begin- 
ning either a definite ascent or a 
calamitous descent 


IN POOR CONDITION." 


Europe today Is much nearer ex- 


haustion than It was 
Immediately 


after the war ended. During the past 
year It has been tiding over the final 
reaches of Impoverishment by devices 
which take three forms: It has sold 
bonds abroad, largely to America, at 
Interest rates higher than had ever 
before been paid by nations In good 
standing. 
These bonds are >. charge 


on each nation's future. But the pro- 
ceeds of them have been used, not In 
betterments and not In additions to 
the productive capacity 
of the na- 


Mons; but have been spent Immedi- 
ately as part of current expenses. In 
addition to this, Europe has been do- 
ing what a very able American busi- 
ness man calls "selling Its wedding 
rings." 
x 


SELLING TREASURES 


Europe has actually and literally 


been selling Its heirlooms and its art 
treasures. 
It has been selling Its 


great paintings and its almost price- 
less antiques for the mere purpose of 
getting bread and butter for con- 
sumption from day to day. 


The final thing that Europe has 


been doing to tide over 
the last 


edge of emergency has been the tak- 
ing away of the wealth of those of 
Its own people who had any accumu- 
lations, distributing It among all the 
people and using it up for current 
expenses. 


CURRENCY DILUTED. 


This has been accompMsned In a 


variety of ways, th« most drastic of 
which Is the dilution of the currency. 
By this means, every owner of accu- 
mulated capital In the shape of bonds, 
mortgages, Insurance policies, 
an- 


nuities and the like, hag seen his 
savings taken away from him and 
used up. 


These tltree have been the devflces 


practiced by most of the countries of 
Europe duriig the past year. They 
are expedients which In their nature 
cannot be repelled. From 
now on 


Europe must find 
some means or 


other ot accepting enough produc- 
tion to support 
lits people. 
Either 


that, or Its people must starve or 
emigrate.1 


STARVATION THREATENS. 


As to gom» sections of Europe, lit- 


eral mtarvatlon seems not far distant. 
Austria, for example, has reached a. 
condition of "dog eat dog" of Indi- 
viduals and groups preying upon 
other Individuals and groups In a 
process of which the end must b« the 
practical elimination of some por- 
tion of the population unless some- 
thing Is dona In the way of restora- 
tion. 


RESTS IN REPARATIONS. 


The preater probability is that Eu- 


rope Is close to the »nd of the road 


to destruction, and that within th* 
coming year th« tint great curative 
jtep Vlll b« taken through the fixing 
of th«~ German reparations. The fact 
that the German reparations are now 
In the shape of an undetermined sum. 
makes this a fluid factor In pro. 
clsely the spot which ought to be the 
fixed an'd corld keyxton* ot Europe's 
economic structure. Not all th« r«a« 
sons for the hope tha,t the Germaa 
reparation will be fixed during th* 
comlr.iS year can be stated.

By the nature of the cast the steps 


that must lead up to this accomplish- 
ment touch closely the paftslons anil 
conflicting Interests of different peo- 
ple and different groups of states- 
men. 
For this reason the progress 


that has been made hat been chiefly 
In the nature of diplomatic negotia- 
tion. But there are persona In th» 
best position to

of the tragic road Is now In sight. 


ARE CLOSELY LINKED. 


Here, at home, our own fortunta

tween the distress on our farms, and, 
en the other hand. In our cities, a 
state of business so active that tr« 
principal embarrassment la lack of 
labor.

Speaking little Eng- 
lish she couldn't make nerself under- 
stood'. She was lost among millions. 


Two,days later the frantto hus- 


band found her—In the morgue. She 
had died of fright.

dock to meet his wife and son, com- 
ing from Russia to Join him.

stop. 


He escorted the 
lost mother and 


son to a police station. 
There the 


husband later found them. A repe- 
tition of the Gallo tragedy had been 
avoided.

mother.
